Hunters 


Duck and goose hunting officially opened last 
Saturday, and it is to be hoped that the campaign of 
the Calgary Fish & Game Association to teach proper 
hunting etiquette to its members and to influence 
other hiyiters in regards to their conduct will show re¬ 
sults. 

We think that most hunters are.prepared to res¬ 
pect the rights of the farmer and his property and cat¬ 
tle, but the few who ignore these rights make it tough 
for everyone. The “gun-crazy” type of hunter, who 
will blithely drive into a farmer ’3 yard and start shoot 
ing indiscriminately around the house and'ibam with¬ 
out so much as a “by your leave” is the fiyst to com¬ 
plain when he finds farm after farm posted with “No 
Hunting" signs. Ant yet he is the man who is the dir¬ 
ect cause of more and more farms being posted. Un¬ 
fortunately, this type of hunter is found in the small 
town as well as in the city. 

The responsible type of hunter governs his con¬ 
duct by certain unwritten rules: 

1. He asks permission at the farm house before 
going down the shelterbelt or into the fields. 

2. He does not shoot in the vicinity of the hbuse or 
other buildings. 

3. He keeps a close watch for cattle and refrains 
from frightening them or shooting in their direction. 

4. He follows the farmer’s wishes as to where he 
can shoot and where he cannot shoot. 

5. He carefully closes all gates behind him, both 
going into the fields and coming out. 

This type of hunter is generally welcomed by the 
farmer and if all hunters obeyed these rules there 
would be little demand for “No Shooting” signs. 

Hunters should remember, too, that cars should 
not be driven over swathed grain and that cattle, by 
no stretch of the imagination, bear any resemblance 
whatsoever to ducks, pheasants or partridge.

Worthy Of Consideration 

Worthy of consideration by all Canadians are 
seven points made by Mr. James S. Duncan, Toronto 
industrialist, in his address to Canadian Weekly News¬ 
paper Association, convening in Toronto August 24. 
Foliowing is full text of tnese points: 

“Our thoughts turn too easily to social secur¬ 
ity when they should be on productivity. 

“They turn too easily to leisure, to holidays, to 
short working hours, to long weekends, when we 
should be thinking of more and not less work. 

"We should be concerned over our growing pro¬ 
duction costs, which spring from the factors I 
have just mentioned. In a country which lives by 
its exports to the extent we do, we must remain 
competitive. 

“I am concerned over, the fact that we are not 
getting excited over Germany’s 52-hour week at 
50 to 55 cents an hour and the fact that she is in-

Autumn Planting of Ornamentals 

If moisture supplies are good in 
the topsoil and subsoil most hardy, 
woody ornamentals rtiay be suc¬ 
cessfully • transplanted during late 
summer or fall. Generally -plants 
which bloom before the middle of 
June should be -moved early in 
September, those that bloom later 
on, may be transplanted luring 
April or May. 

Evergreens such as spruce, us¬ 
ually transplant well during late 
August The broadleafed trees and 
shrubs may be moved during the 
second week in September. Woody 
plants should be moved as soon as 
their new wood nas upened up. 
Eariiness permits a spread of new 
roots before growth is halted by 
low temperatures and cool soil. It 
is necessary to have u good sup¬ 
ply of soil moisture, such as pre¬ 
vails at the present time, in order 
for the shrub to re-establish itself. 
If moisture supplies are doubtful, 
the woody plant should not be 
moved until the following spring. 

Autumn planting La customary 
with many perennials. Oriental 
poppies have a rest period in Au¬ 
gust and that is the preferred time 
to move them. Plants whose tops 
shrivel down in summer are best 
moved when the foliage browns. 
Examples are tulips, gra;>e hya¬ 
cinths, blood root and ixiolirlon. 

Peonies should be planted in Inte 
August or September, and the tub 
ers placed with the crown two in¬ 
ches below the soil leveL If they 
Are planted too deep poor bloom-

municipal taxes. It would appear 
as if these individuals are certain¬ 
ly entitled to this little extra In¬ 
come for the work they have done 
im assisting to control weeds, mak¬ 
ing our roads safer to travel and 
in beautifying the countryside. 

.This year was especially bad for 
weeds along road allowances. Just 
about every weed known to the 
area could be found at some place 
or other along a road allowance. 
According to our present laws it is 
up to the individual farmer to 
look after weeds along the roads 
passing through or beside has own 
property. In some oases this is very 
dilficult or next to impossible to 
carry out, because of the deep 
steep ditches. Yet we cannot blame 
-the people who build the roads as 
they are limited In the area which 
is available for' road building. In 
many cases our road allowances 
arc just too narrow, for them to 
do the kind of work which they 
know is best, and would like to do. 
In some case's too, individual farm 
ers do not or are not able to co¬ 
operate by removing their fences 
which would enable the ditches to 
be backsloped. This is a problem 
that requires co-opefcation between 
Municipal authorities and the In¬ 
dividuals concerned. However, it is 
indeed most encouraging to see the 
progress beinR made. Every year 
many more miles of roadsides are 
backsloped, and consequently, a 
favorite breeding place for weeds 
eliminated.
